Roxbury  Home  for  Children  and  Aged  Women, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  27,  l88o. 


Time,  in  its  unceasing  progress,  has  again  brought  the  season 
for  our  Annual  Report,  which  we  submit  for  the  information  of  our 
subscribers,  and  others  of  our  community  who  may  be  interested 
in  our  Home. 

The  changes  in  its  members  have,  perhaps,  been  more  than 
usual.  There  have  been  eight  admissions ;  three  have  left,  and 
four  have  died, —  one  of  these  at  the  age  of  eighty-six,  another  at 
eighty-five,  another  on  the  verge  of  eighty,  and  the  fourth  at 
seventy-six. 

These  changes,  occurring  within  a  few  months,  and  the  numerous 
applicants  for  admission,  have  kept  our  board  of  visitors  much 
occupied.  Our  capacity  being  so  limited,  it  is  necessary  for  our 
managers  to  use  the  utmost  care  and  discrimination  to  guard 
against  the  reception  of  those  whose  kindred  should  consider  it  a 
beneficent  duty  to  care  personally  for  them. 

The  purpose  of  our  Home  seems,  in  frequent  instances  of 
persons  who  apply  to  us,  to  be  lamentably  misunderstood ;  and  is 
sought,  not  as  a  home  for  the  invalid,  indigent  aged,  but  as  a  place 
to  which  aged  persons,  who  might  and  ought  to  be  cared  for  by 
relatives  at  their  own  homes,  or  those  who  are,  more  properly, 
subjects  for  a  hospital  or  insane  asylum,  may  be  consigned, — 
neither  of  which  purposes  our  Home  is  intended  to  supply. 

We  have  continued  our  subscription  of  one  hundred  dollars  to 
Miss  Balch’s  Day  Nursery,  being  assured  it  is  of  great  utility  to 
the  hard-worked  mothers,  as  well  as  a  blessing  to  the  little  ones  of 
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that  locality,  and  the  best  means  at  our  hand  of  helping  to  do 
something  toward  the  cherished  object, —  a  home  for  children. 

Last  October,  we  were  obliged  to  accept  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Bunker,  who  had  been  for  many  years  our  efficient  Secretary. 
The  valuable  service  which  she  rendered  us  was  enhanced  by  her 
loving  interest  in  all  the  concerns  of  the  Home,  and  it  was  with 
deep  regret  we  submitted  to  release  her. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  year,  Mr.  Reynolds  felt  obliged  to 
decline  to  perform  longer  the  service  which  he  had  so  acceptably 
and  faithfully  discharged  for  us, —  that  of  providing  for  and  con¬ 
ducting  the  Sunday  afternoon  meetings  at  the  Home.  So  few  of 
the  inmates  are  able  to  attend  public  worship,  and  we  felt  so 
assured  that,  not  only  as  a  spiritual  benefit,  but  as  a  social  good, 
the  service  ought  to  be  maintained,  the  managers  have  assumed 
the  duty;  and  we  would  heartily  thank  both  ministers  and  laymen 
who  have  responded  so  cordially  to  our  calls,  and  we  feel  under  a 
special  obligation  to  those  pastors  of  our  churches  who  so  cheer¬ 
fully  add  another  to  their  usually  arduous  Sunday  duties.  Mr. 
Baldwin,  of  the  Christian  Union,  has  assisted  us  of  late,  by  pro¬ 
viding  us,  one  Sunday  in  each  month,  students  from  the  Divinity 
School  at  Cambridge,  who  have  been  most  acceptable,  not  only  to 
the  old  ladies,  but  to  all  who  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  be 
present.  .1. 

Mr.  Reynolds’  occasional  attendance  and  service  are  hailed  with 
delight  by  those  who  have  been  members  of  our  Home  since  his 
first  institution  of  regular  Sunday  worship  here.  We  wish  again  to 
renew  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Nazro  and  family,  to  Miss  Libbey,  Miss 
Lucy  Foster,  Miss  Beattie,  and  others,  who  have  given  us  their  aid 
in  the  musical  portion  of  the  service. 

Our  matron  administers  affairs  at  the  Home  with  wise  economy, 
and  with  cheerful  and  untiring  fidelity. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  reduce  the  annual 
subscription  from  five  dollars  to  three,  with  a  view  to  increasing 
our  number  of  subscribers  and  of  creating  a  more  general  interest 
in  our  Home.  We  have,  however,  with  regret  to  state  that  this 
has  not  as  yet  been  the  result :  those  who  have  discontinued  their 
subscriptions  exceed  in  number  the  accessions  to  our  list ;  and  we 
earnestly  solicit  new  subscribers  from  the  friends  and  well-wishers 
of  this  deserving  charity.  Our  Treasurer’s  report  shows  that  the 
sum  received  as  board  from  the  inmates,  together  with  the  income 
from  the  funds  of  the  Home,  is  ample  for  its  maintenance ;  but  we 
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feel  that  we  should  be  restricting  our  future  usefulness,  and  the 
comfort  and  happiness  of  the  inmates,  by  applying  our  income  to 
that  object  further  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  Our  present 
building  is  small,  and  illy  adapted  to  its  purpose,  and  it  is  our  aim 
and  effort  to  become  able  to  replace  it  by  a  more  suitable  one ; 
hence  our  desire  to  save  as  much  as  possible  from  our  income. 

A  portion  of  our  funds  have  been  given  expressly  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  free  beds ;  and  we  hope,  ere  long,  to  add  one  or 
more,  so  that  we  shall  not  be  obliged  to  refuse  those  who  cannot 
in  part  defray  the  expense  of  board. 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  we  record  the  benefactions  of  old 
friends.  Mrs.  Thomas  Adams  has  again  made  us  the  recipient  of 
her  bounty  by  the  gift  of  seven  hundred  dollars,  which  sum  she 
wished  placed  on  the  fund  for  a  free  bed.  We  have  also  to 
acknowledge,  from  the  executor  of  the  late  Moses  Day,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars.  Another  old  friend,  Mrs.  Donald  Kennedy, 
sent  us  a  New  Year’s  gift  of  fifty  dollars. 

The  summer  months  were  varied  and  cheered  for  the  inmates  of 
the  Home,  all  but  one  of  whom  were  well  enough  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  their  privileges,  by  carriage-rides,  provided  through  the 
kind  thoughtfulness  of  Mrs.  Adams  and  Mrs.  Whiting.  And  we 
have  again  to  thank  our  friends  of  the  Christian  Union  for  oppor-  ' 
tunities  for  excursions  by  horse-car  and  steamboat,  which  were 
much  enjoyed ;  also  the  ladies  of  the  Flower  Mission,  for  the 
fragrant  reminders  of  nature’s  beauty  which  were  weekly  brought 
to  each  room,  and  tenderly  cherished  alike  by  the  matron  and  the 
old  ladies. 

The  holidays  were  made  joyous  by  Christmas  cards  from  Mr. 
Louis  Prang  and  Jay  Gould  ;  and  Mr.  Waldron,  the  city  missionary, 
brought  a  little  calendar  with  Scripture  mottoes  for  each  inmate. 
Miss  Lydia  Champney  gave  a  most  enjoyable  festival  or  surprise 
party  to  the  old  ladies,  which  included  a  parlor  entertainment, 
consisting  of  music,  appropriate  remarks  by  Mr.  Ayer  and  others, 
the  reading  of  an  original  Christmas  story  by  Rev.  Mr.  Tilden, 
a  bountiful  and  dainty  refreshment  table,  and  a  useful  present  to 
each  member  of  the  Home. 

Our  good  physician,  Dr.  Streeter,  still  holds  us  under  continued 
obligation  for  his  kindly  attention  to  our  sick. 

Mrs.  Carson  wishes  us  to  return  special  thanks  to  the  ladies  who 
have  lent  their  eyes  and  given  their  time  in  reading  to  her  and 
others.  They  are  Mrs.  Rogers,  Mrs.  Richardson,  Mrs  Burrill, 
Misses  Reynolds,  Shute,  Merrill,  Thaxter,  and  Dibley. 
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We  append  a  list  of  those  who  have  sent  to  the  Home  contri¬ 
butions  of  various  kinds,  bountifully  of  fruit  and  vegetables  in 
their  season,  which  are  most  acceptable  ;  and  we  thank  kindly  one 
and  all. 

It  has  been  our  custom  to  have  the  printed  reports  of  our  Home 
distributed  in  the  churches  of  Roxbury,  with  the  intention  not  only 
of  keeping  our  community  informed  regarding  our  Home,  but  with 
the  hope  of  arousing  a  tangible  interest,  and  to  stimulate  the  more 
prosperous  to  consider  it  a  duty  and  privilege  to  help  to  make  a 
peaceful  and  comfortable  home  for  worthy  but  indigent  old  age, 
to  whom  life  would  otherwise  be  a  weary  burden.  So  may  we 
evince  our  gratitude  to  God  for  our  own  homes  by  remembering 
that  “  no  gift  is  more  blessed  than  the  capacity  of  giving.” 
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TREASURER’S  REPORT. 


In  presenting  his  Annual  Report,  the  Treasurer  takes  pleasure 
in  calling  attention  to  the  formation  of  a  new  fund.  Mr.  Moses 
Day,  by  will,  directed  that  one  thousand  dollars  should  be  paid 
the  “  Home,”  five  years  after  his  death.  This  has  now  been  paid, 
and  the  sum  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  “  Moses  Day  Fund.” 

Mrs.  Thomas  Adams,  who  has  been  a  most  generous-  friend  to 
the  Home,  contributing  to  other  funds,  has  this  year  added  seven 
hundred  dollars  to  the  “  Adams  Fund.” 

In  the  statement  of  these  various  funds,  he  has  placed  the  secu¬ 
rities  at  par.  They  would  sell  for  an  advance  of  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  above  their  cost.
